This  holds  true  when  the  actors  are  skillful,  as  the 
York  players  certainly  are.

And  Saturday  matinee  prices  are 
50  cents  for  adults,  25  cents  for  children  and  students. 
Mondays  are  bargain  nights — two  seats  for  the  price 
of  one. 

Ian  Thorne  and  his  actors  and  actresses  live  and 
breathe  theatre.  In  the  backstage  labyrinth  of  the  old 
York  and  in  the  big  communal  house  where  half  the 
cast  lives,  the  talk  is  of  new  ways  to  polish  up  the 
lighting,  the  set,  the  action,  and  above  all.  the  hopes 
of  success.  But  the  young  men  and  women  of  the 
theatre  sell  their  product  on  its  own  merits.  I’m  not 
telling  you  this  just  to  give  them  a plug.  I want  to  see 
thousands  more  Victorians  go  to  the  York  and  enjoy 
themselves  as  I have  done.  If  they  stay  away,  they 
may  lose  the  chance  for  a long  time.

in  Power 


TIE  Republican  victory  in  the  United 
States  elections,  indicated  on  Tuesday 
by  General  Eisenhower's  decisive  persooa) 
guefeaa  in  elevation  to  the  White  House,  was 
confirmed  yesterday  by  a close  working 
majority  In  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  a slim  margin  in  the  Senate.  On  the 
who!/1  there  was  no  ''landslide.’'  The  electors 
chose  their  respected  wartime  commander 
for  President  by  an  unmistakable  majority, 
but  held  both  Houses  of  Congress  in  almost 
even  balance  numerically.  Under  the  Ameri- 
can system  this  puts  both  executive  and 
legislative  wings  of  government  into  the 
hands  of  the  Republicans,  but  also  insured 
a vigorous  opposition  on  the  benches  of 
Congress.  The  result  brings  the  Rooaeveltian 
era  to  a close  politically.  Economically,  the 
position  of  the  United  States  will  be  much 
the  same  today  a*  yesterday 

As  evidence  of  a trend,  the  United  States 
election  is  a definite  swing  towards  the  rifcht 
following  United  Kingdom.  Australian  and 
New  Zealand  polls  in  an  unbroken  succession 
In  the  Western  hemisphere.  There  is  some 
room  to  believe  that  such  a change  will  have 
relatively  fewer  external  than  Internal  con- 
sequences. A firm  Stand  in  world  affairs, 
under  able  leadership  wedded  to  the  cause 
of  peare,  will  be  welcomed  for  its  owm  sake. 


Domestically,  the  Republicans  will  be  ex- 
pected to  implement  their  election  pledges, 
among  w luch  was  one  to  unwind  the  burgeon- 
ing bureaucracy  of  the  times.  But  the  United 
States  is  too  deeply  committed  both  at  home 
and  abroad  for  any  over  night  reversal  of 
economic  patterns.  One  change  which  would 
interest  the  world  tremendously  would  be  a 
moderation  of  United  States  policy  on  gold, 
and  this  might  yet  eventuate. 

For  the  immediate  present,  however,  ibe 
assurance  for  which  the  world  will  be  waiting 
is  that  the  Republicans  under  President-elect 
Eisenhower  realize  the  responsibility  of  lead- 
ership in  a divided  and  war-weary  world, 
with  all  that  this  means  to  the  preservation 
of  human  freedom.  Canadians  may  be  pre- 
pared to  accept  that  as  axiomatic,  but  the 
world  will  not  It  will  need  to  be  convinced 
by  positive  action  in  the  counsels  of  the 
United  Nations  and  elsewhere.  There  can  be 
no  withdrawal  now  from  the  doctrine  of 
collective  security  in  Europe.  In  Asia  and 
around  the  free  globe. 

For  Canaria  the  Republican  victory  mpans 
a definite  change  of  political  mood,  but  no 
forfeiture  of  respect  or  friendship  across  the 
border.  There  are  overtones  In  the  result 
which  may  shake  Ottawa  and  the  Liberal 
regime  there,  but  that  has  long  been  In  the 
cards. 


. Halloween  Hoodlums 


IN  Vancouver,  where  a young  mother  was 
killed  by  a faultily  launched  rocket,  a 
coroner's  jury  has  recommended  banning 
skyrockets  from  public  gatherings.  In  Vic- 
toria. where  bands  of  inaoient  young  rowdies 
made  a worse  nuisance  of  themselves  than 
ever  on  downtown  streets  and  elsewhere,  the 
police  commissioners  have  recommended  to 
the  city  council  an  outright  prohibition  of 
sale  of  all  fireworks.  These  are  two  illustra- 
tions of  the  serious  view  many  pedple  are 
taking  of  incidents  marking  this  year’s  cele- 
bation  of  a peculiar  anniversary  which  is  an 
anachronism  and  has  no  special  significance. 

The  death  of  the  Vancouver  woman  w as 
due  to  an  unfortunate  accident.  The  in- 
cidents here  were  of  a different  order, 
reflecting  arrant  carelessness  and  worse, 
intentional  mischief.  Conduct  of  the  kind 
seen  in  the  Yates  Street  vicinity  was  vastly 
different  from  the  cheerful  prankishness 
which  used  to  be  associated  with  Halloween 
It  was  perfectly  obvious  that  the  gangs  of 
adolescents  of  hoth  sexes  who  roamed  the 
streets  spoiling  the  fun  of  everyone  else  were 
bent  on  hurting  and  annoying,  and  no  one 


should  have  to  put  up  wifh  that  sort  of 
behavior 

For  all  that,  a blanket  prohibition  against 
fireworks  might  he  going  too  far.  and  could 
defeat  its  own  purpose  by  exposing  people 
to  a greater  risk  of  injury  from  "bootleg” 
bombs.  Previous  bans  were  not  a success, 
resulting  in  the  appearance  of  homemade 
fireworks  of  unpredictable  force  and  capable 
of  causing  much  worse  harm  than  the  com- 
mercial variety.  Anyway  It  seems  a little 
too  severe  to  punish  everyone  for  the  mis- 
deeds of  comparatively  few  who  make  them 
selves  obnoxious.  Half  the  fun  of  Halloween 
is  in  the  happy  little  family  parties  outdoors 
with  pinwheels,  sparklers,  "volcanoes"  and 
crackers.  Children  love  fireworks,  and 
should  not  be  deprived  of  the  harmless  enjoy- 
ment that  is  so  pleaaant  to  watch. 

What  is  needed  is  a firmer  hand  with  the 
hooligans — and  not  only  at  Halloween.  There 
are  not  enough  policemen  for  that  job.  and 
it  is  up  to  parents  to  do  what  is  necessary. 
The  child  psychologists  notwithstanding,  a 
few  good  thrashings  should  accomplish  more 
than  all  the  restrictions  the  authorities  might 
impose. 


Monotony  by  the  Hour 


EVEN  allowing  for  a natural  excitement 
about  the  U.S.  presidential  election  that 
overflowed  the  border  Into  Canada,  the 
C.B.C.  rather  overdid  its  broadcasting  pref- 
erence on  Tuesday  night.  For  six  solid 
hours  on  end.  except  for  two  bri$f  newscasts 
which  themselves  consisted  mainly  of  election 
coverage,  the  only  fare  offered  to  radio 
listeners  was  a continuous  talkfest  on  the 
F.isenhowe r-.Stevenson  bid  for  the  White 
House. 

It  is  conceivable  that  some  Canadian 
listeners  might  have  welcomed  at  least  a 
leavening  of  a different  nature,  a variation 
to  break  the  monotony,  and  the  net  result 
of  such  overloading  was  to  compel  faithful 
patrons  of  the  C.B.C.  either  to  listen  to  end- 
less and  repetitious  detail  of  one  single  topic, 
or  shut  off  the  radio.  Any  program  that 
lasted  six  hours  would  grow  weari*>me  and 


this  prolonged  account  of  the  U.S.  election, 
begging  its  pardon,  was  no  exception. 

The  devotion  of  the  national  network  to 
this  theme  is  even  more  marked  since  no 
such  concentrated  attention  was  paid  to  the 
last  Canadian  general  election.  In  that  in- 
stance only  periodic  returns  were  given, 
sandwiched  between  musical  and  other  reg- 
ular schedules  and  consuming  but  half  the 
time  allotted  on  Monday  evening  to  the  presi- 
dential contest.  One  might  almost  conclude 
that  the  C.B.C  deems  the  election  of  its  own 
government  of  less  Importance  than  thAt  of 
another  country. 

Apart  from  this  aspect  altogether,  how- 
ever. artistic  balance  waa  badly  thrown  out 
by  this  over-emphasis.  Radio  fare  should 
be  varied  to  encompass  as  many  different 
tastes  as  possible,  even  on  a night  when  an 
election  is  taking  place.  The  C.B.C.  erred 
badly  In  not  striking  a happy  mean.

IN  s discussion  of  famous  victories 
the  London  Times  says  Alamein 
is  as  sure  of  glorious  memory  ss  Tra- 
falgar. but.  it 
axks,  "what  other 
. v»  battle.  In  the  long 

run  of  years  from 
1939  to  1945.  has 
a*  certainly  mem- 
orable a name"" 

1 Well,  there  is 
the  Battle  of  Brit- 
ain. as  great  a tie 
hverance  ax  was 
Trafalgar,  even 
greater.  There  Is 

the  Normandy 

landing  which  does  not  go  by  name 
of  a battle  but  whlrh  Is  an  equally 
memorable  event  nevertheless. 

Nowadays  battles  are  strung  out 
Into  campaigns.  They  are  not  as  of 
old  fought  and  finished  between  dawn 
and  dusk.  There  are  to  many  more 
of  Ihciyt  too.  T3tls  alone  might  explain 
why  one  does  not  stand  out  above  the 
others,  as  do  Waterloo  Trafalgar,  Bala- 
clava, above  the  victories  of  yester- 
year. 

Balaclava,  for  instance,  was  by  mod- 
ern comparison  a mere  incident,  gallant 
in  all  conscience  but  bl^wn  up  for 
posterity  by  a poem.  It  is  true,  as  The 
Times  remarks,  that  the  two  world 
wars  were  more  elaborately  publicized 
than  any  in  history,  but  the  sheer 
magnitude  of  these  conflicts  engulfed 
engagements  that  In  an  earlier  era 
would  have  loomed  large  In  per- 
spective. 

* * # 

Yet  they  are  not  exactly  lust  to  mind, 
nor  I*  it  necessarily  a farl  that  "the 
landmarks  by  which  they  imenl  re 
call  their  hours  of  trial  and  courage 
are  relatively  indistinct.” 

The  Times  goes  on:  "Veterans  tell- 
ing of  where  they  fought  in  South 
Africa  may  still  feel  safe  In  mentioning 
Splon  Kop.  but  little  else,  except  the 
names  of  sieges.  Their  aucceasors, 
who  manned  the  trenches  and  the 
Grand  Fleet,  can  count  on  Mon*  and 
Ypres.  Jutland  and  the  Somme.  But 
after  these,  what"  The  Dardanelles 
was  more  tthan  a battle  For  the  rest, 
even  Pawhrndaele  leaves  youthful 
faces  blank.  From  the  Battle  of  Brit- 
ain to  Alamein  and  on  to  the  defeat 
of  Japan,  the  paradox  grows  more 
pointed.  Campaign  after  campaign 
and  never  a battle  Blands  out  quite 
aecure  In  its  niche  as  Trafalgar  Is 
Arnhelm  an  exception?  Perhaps  it  'll, 
but  what  a lean  harvest  from  the  field* 
of  Normandy  and  Germany,  of  Russia 
and  Burma  and  of  the  seven  sea*!" 

* * * 

Not  so  lesn.  really.  There  Is  Vlmv, 
which  to  Canada  la  a significant  event 
In  its  military  history.  There  are  Or- 
tons. Caen  and  the  Scheldt.  For  the 
Russians  there  Is  Stalingrad.  For  the 
American*  there  are  Okinawa  and  the 
Coral  Sea.  And  how  about  Dunkirk? 
Was  this  not.  In  essence,  a victory,  and 
a great  one?  The  Atlantic  and  Mur- 
mansk convoy*,  while  continuous  and 
not  single  victories,  were  memorable 
naval  epics. 

It  la  probably  correct,  however,  that 
school  histories  of  the  future,  the  fount 
of  youthful  knowledge  and  Ihu*  the 
perpetuation  of  famous  victories,  will 
list  few  of  these  engagements  lo  cap- 
ital letters  There  are  too  many  of 
them.  The  Isolated  battles  of  old  could 
be  celebrated  because  they  were  com- 
paratively few  and  far  between;  now- 
adays almost  every  week  would  con- 
tain a special  day  if  each  and  every 
modern  victory  waa  to  be  specially 
marked. 

In  size  and  scope  the  battle*  of  the 
world  wars  dwarfed  those  of  old.  Some 
of  them  lasted  for  months,  and  per 
force  contained  actions  In  which  ten* 
of  thousand*  were  engaged  that  go 
without  a name.  Realizing  this  to  he 
the  rase  the  London  Times  concludes: 
**Skae  is  not  everything,  hut  the  scales 
of  posterity  seem  to  he  coming  down 
unfairly  against  those  who  served  and 
waited  through  two  world  wars.1* 


Reports  From  Ottawa 


THE  solicitor  generalship,  to  which 
the  Liberal  M P.  for  Vancouver 
Centre,  Ralph  Campney,  recently  was 
appointed.  Is  In  some  ways  the  most 
cuiiou*  and  least  desirable  Job  In  the 
cabinet. 

Indeed,  up  to  1915  It  wasn’t  in  the 
cabinet.  The  solicitor  general  was 
merely  a member  of  the  government, 
and  for  a long  time  It  wu  argued  that 
he  was  really  no  more  than  an  officer 
of  the  department  of  Justice. 

The  latter  view  is  supported  by  the 
wording  of  the  1X87  act  of  Parliament 
which  created  the  office.  The  act  says 
that  ‘The  Governor-General-in-Cotincil 
may  appoint  an  officer  who  shall  be 
called  the  solicitor-general  of  Canada 
and  who  shall  assist  the  minister  of 
Justice  in  the  counsel  work  of  the  de- 
partment of  justice,  and  shall  be 
charged  with  other  such  duties  as  are 
at  any  time  assigned  to  him  by  the 
Governor  • beneral  - in  'Council."  And 
that*  all  it  says. 

Moreover.  Parliament  subsequently 
aaw  fit  to  pass  another  act  asserting 
that  a member  of  Parliament  may  ac- 
cept the  position  of  solicitor-general 
without  being  disqualified  from  mem- 
bership In  Parliament  by  reason  of  the 
law  barring  M P.'s  from  accepting 
offices  of  emolument  under  the  Crown 
* * * 

Between  1892.  When  Hon.  J.  J.  Cur- 
ran became  the  first  federal  solicitor- 
general.  and  1935,  when  Prime  Minister 
Mackenzie  King  allowed  the  office  to 
remain  vacant,  in  keeping  with  hit 
election  promise  to  cut  down  the  size 
of  the  cabinet  as  an  economy  measure. 
1.3  men  held  the  post 
Most  of  them  were  not  members  of 
the  cabinet  or  the  Privy  Council,  bul 
merely  members  of  the  ministry— a 
fine  distinction  which  Is  still  main- 
tained In  Britain,  where  usually  the 
senior  members  of  the  government  are 


of  the  cabinet,  and  the  junior  minis- 
lera  are  not. 

In  1915  Prime  Minister  Burden  made

and  a few  months 
later  had  Meighen  I 
appointed  to  the 
Privy  Council.  Af- 
ter Meighen.  Can- 
ada had  at  differ 
ent  times  both  in- 
cablnet  and  out-of- 
cabinet  solicitors- 
general. 

Clarification  of 

the  Job  -If  it  can  

be  called  clarification  -came  In  19.31, 
when  Prime  Minister  Hennett  intro- 
duced legislation  to  increase  the  solic- 
itor general's  salary  from  ST.OfiO  a year 
lo  II*  present  $10,000. 

Government  and  opposition  leader*, 
including  Bennett  and  King,  then 
agreed  that  ihe  solicitor -general  was  a 
member  of  the  government  and  of  the 
Privy  Council  by  order-in-coundl.  hut 
not  a minister  of  a department  or  a 
member  of  the  government  by  statute. 

At  least  since  1915  the  main  Job  of 
ihe  solicitor-general  ha*  been  to  ad- 
minister the  Ticket-of  L*ave  Act.  In- 
cluding responsibility  for  recommend- 
ing favorable  or  unfavorable  action  on 
the  pleas  of  condemned  criminals  for 
commutation  of  their  death  *rnten«v-» 
to  life  imprisonment 

When  there  is  no  solicitor  general, 
the  minister  of  justice  performs  these 
duties.  After  highly  strung  J.  1^  Ilsley 
was  moved  to  the  department  of  Justice 
follow  ing  hectic  war  years  as  minister 
of  finance,  he  found  that  the  strain  of 
deciding  on  *uch  plea*  was  more  than 
hi*  nerves  would  stand.  So  at  his  In- 
stigation. Joseph  Jean  was  appointed 
solicitor-general  In  1945,  filling  Ihe 
office  w'hlch  had  been  vacant  for  a
